III. That Drills be alſo appointed, viz. One in every Week to the fourth of June, and from that Time 
once a Fortnight during the Remainder of the Summer, and that all the ſaid Drills be on Wedneſday Eve- 
nings, to commence the twenty-third Inſtant.

V. That the Battalion be reduced to four Diviſions, beſides a Grenadier, a Light-Infantry, and à Ma- 
troſs, Diviſion ; that the preſent eight Diſtri Battalion Diviſions be conſidered as Sub-Diviſions, and, as 
ſuch, that two be joined together, either by the Vicinity of the Diſtricts or according to the Number of Pri- 
vates in each.

That, in Order that the Battalion may be readily extended again to eight Diviſions, in Caſe a War or 
any other public Emergency ſhould, by increafing the Number of Members, render ſuch a Meaſure neceſſary, 
each of the Diſtrict Sub-Diviſions ſhall have a proper Proportion of Officers attached to it, for which Pur- 
poſe each of the four Battalion Diviſions ſhall be commanded by a Captain, a Lieutenant, and two Ser- 


jeants, to be choſen as follows; the Captain and one Serjeant out of one Sub-Diviſion, the Lieutenant 


and one Serjeant out of the other Sub-Diviſion ; that the Captain be choſen alternately out of each, but the 


Election ſhall be made by the whole Diviſion. 


That each Sub-Diviſion ſhall in every other Reſpe& retain the Rights of a Diviſion, except in the above 
Regulations for their Duty in the Field. | 


VI. That each of the Flank-Diviſions be provided with one Drum and one Fifer, and that the Battalion 


have four Drums and two Fifers. | 


VII. That it be recommended to the General Court to paſs a Reſolution, that every Member of this Com- 
pany be required to ſign the following Engagement, viz. |
